Tlie Session- 

The FirBt Session of tho Legislative An- 
aembly of British Columbift waa brought 
to u closa yesterday after a protracted du- 
ration of four months and. uiae days. It 
was on the 10th of .Tauuury that the Wnl- 
kem Miuistry mot tho new House. Eigh- 
teen days thereafter thoy were driven 
from power by an adVerB6.TOto on their 
policy. On the iBt of FebruMT the Elliott 
Ministry assumecP-obTitrol ofl'Hhe Govern- 
■ m8iit^Bnd on.th6.6(ih,.of.^pri,l.. they mot 
the, House, after an;'u?iWarrantable and 
disgraoef ul opposition from the ex-Minis- 
ters', Btrooger and. more secure in their 
Beats than when thoy sought re-eloctiou. 
From tho day on which the now Ministry 
took oflioo to tho closo of tho Sesaion their 
career has been a continued and brilliant 
BucoosB. Backed by their oonstituenoies 
in unprecedented majorities' oVer 'tools 
of the defuno^-QoyermnentttJie Ministers 
daring the earlier 'stage of their oificial 
life'sef ttbont to'fesloro tlio public credit. 
The' late Government found it imiJOHsiblo 
to obtain moDoy at a logal rate of interest, 
and wore forced to pay an illegal rate and 
give heavy security in addition to riiiso a 
paltry loan of §30,000. Our financial 
affairs wore truly in a fearful muddlo. Tho 
white population is about 15,000; yet tho 
out-going Ministers had not hesitated in 
three years to ospend §1,850,000, or at tho 
rate of $616,(500 a year— an expenditure of 
$41,,per per anpnm. Thpy also 

pledgeii the Oanadian snbsidiea for a tern- 
powry.iidvanoe;, expended money held in 
trUBt for an"iiitfeBtate estate awaiting heirs; 
and hypolhcoated every available asset for 
the wherewithal to carry on the (rovcrn- 
ment. Thoy left the Treasury bare, and 
tho outlook for tho now Jlitiistry was in- 
dued desperate. When tho utter rottennosa 
ill the complete linaueial coUapgo was 
made known through the admirable state- 
ment of tl\e FiD'alice Minister, iHsuod on 
the ° 5th of, February last, tho public 
mind fell iutb a Htato of deep, dosponden- 
oy and gloom. Even some of tho friends 
of Mr. Elliott and hia colleagues began to 
doa])t their ability to aurmouDt 1 the tre- 
mendous difBoulties Trith which they were 
beset. Hampered, as thoy were, by 
a demand for now railway terms, 
it sebmed ns if the country must 
give way, surrender its treaty and fall 
a prey to its enemies. For a few 
days only the public heart boat despond- 
ingly. As soon as tho Government jjolicT 
was developt-d n marked reaction took 
place in the public miud. Firsts the sub- 
sidies were released from pittfii'j'^ij^oat a 
single treaty-right being waived. Next, 
the Government restored the road-tolls; 
following that up with a tax on real and 
personal property so light and equitable 
.in its character that none will feel while 
all will bear a portion of the burthen of 
•,|Unj)orting tho Gove^megt.,. JChey.then 
/jcapel^Ied the unequal ranidoppreaslverdfid-i 
;tat and finally imposed ft sohool-tai for 
the support of our grand free school sys- 
tem. Thus they created a revenue and 
taught the people a lesson in self-reliance 
and indepoDdence that was sadly needed. 
The. former ' Government had done 
th^ ..very, reverse. Their policy . was 
■One of dopendence. The'- people "htmg 
to their coat-tails, and thoy, m tnrri,'hnng 
, to tho coat-tjiils of tho Otttiwa Gorern- 
mont. Holf-holp did not belong to their 
■vocabulary. Therefore, the moment the 
Canadian Governmont stopped the sup- 

£lies the raachinery camo to a standstill, 
let the very worst come to puss, with the 
j^esent poUoy of self-help the wheels of 
Qoverriineiib' win never cease' to revolvi. 
Having effected thus mnoh Buccessfnlly 
tho Government set to work to restore 
publio conlidonco by providing for tho 
payment of tho liabilities incurred by 
their predeceusora ou graving dock and 
other accounts. When this announce- 
ment was made the public credit went up 
"\»ith a bound, and we understand that

The reformed MunioipalitiesSiIl,which

— San FitANrTSco, May IG— N(?w ' 
developnionts continue to bo made by tho 
revenue agents and workmen now engag- 
ed in investigating tlio Bay View distil- 
lery, and tho offleials will probably make 
a very strong case against the concern. In 
addition to the pipes wliich have already 
^:ecn (liscovered leading from tb^ spirit 
tubs in the distillery underneath the re- 
finery wharf, ovidonce has tieen obtained 
which goes to show that the cistern room 
of the distillery has been habitually tam- 
pered with. This room is under the coa- 
trol of tlio revenue oHicial at all times, 
and is left looked, and the .einployes. or 
proprietors of the distillery have no right 
to enter or touch tlie spirits stored^thare 
except under his supervision. It has been 
found that a board in tho partition has 
hoQw Bo arranged that access coultl readi- 
ly be obtained at any tira(\ The vigilance 
of the officer was relaxed, and by con- 
necting a hose with the pipes,, liitherto 
mentioned,'-tlie'8|(iritrf! o<i^'i;ild .Be -rqifa off 
to its destination" unrfer thS wharf and 
thoro shipped. This might Im done eithor 
with tho connivance of tho United States 
officer in charge, or on many occasions 
without his knowleilge. It la i)robablo 
that the (examination oi the distillery and 
neighborhood will bo i!oinplet(>il to-(lay. 

.TrvK.vii.E Offekdeus. - Parents have 
boon tiiii(> and again cautioned frona the 
Bench and through the^^^smf'^uili^ per- 
mitting their lioj's to roam the slreots af- 
ter dark. But it would seem as if tlio 
warnings had little ell'ect. Yesterday 
nine boys wore brought beforo tho Police 
Judge on charges of robbing hen and 
pigeon roosts and being generally bad.

MagistraSo yesterday 
charged with being of unsound mind and 
not under proper care or control. Tho
